Review by Colbath: A resolution had been passed to 
go ahead and put an addition on the county home and a 
building committee has been formed. 

BILLINGS: The state dept. of Health has recognized 
the need for at least 10 years. The present building is 
well constructed but not designed for a nursing care 
facility. They recommend as large a unit as financially 
feasible — a minimum of 40-beds — hopefully 80 beds. 
The federal funds for this year are used up with the 
exception of a minimum for sealing pact. If an 80-bed 
unit was built, the construction would run into an other 
fiscal year making it eligible for funds for another year. 
There is at least $100,000 available. 

DON ADAMS: Q. What is availability of funds. 

BILLINGS: A. Medicaid will pay in proportion to the 
number of medicaid patients against depreciation and 
interest on loan. 


Q. Is $99,000 available. 

A. Yes, if congress appropriates it. It has already 
been authorized. This would be a B Priority because 
there are empty beds at St. Anne’s Home. 

Q. Are there strings on the federal aid. 

A. Stringent regulations involving construction no 
strings on maintenance. This would come under state 
control. 

Q. Would funds go for either an 80 or 40-bed unit. 

A. Either one. 


Q. Would it be cheaper to go for 40-beds without 
federal funds. 

A. No, the only extra cost would be the survey of 
the land. But this county probably has one. There are 
already wage-rates which are both state and federal. 
Usually the state is higher. 

Q. Is there a possibility there may be funds available 
for reconstruction of old home. 

A. Construction of an 80-bed unit would come under 
a different classification. Most of the funds available for 
modernization are being used in Rochester and Laconia. 


COLBATH: The delegation has been going along all 
this time on the assumption of a 40-bed unit. Only last 
week did we ask about 80 units. 

DON CHICK: Is there any question in committee’s 
mind as to a 40 or 80-bed unit would be best if going 
for federal funds. 

COLBATH; A. No question. 

COURTEAU: At present time we are feeding 62 
people in bed and probably when this is built, we will 
have 80. Thus we could use the 80 units. Also, if we had 
a fire, there would be a lot of people who wouldn’t get 
out. 

HUGH TUTTLE: We first discussed the need for 40 
units 10 years ago. Today we need 80. Medical 
technology is such that people are living longer. Also 
there is a concern about adding a 2nd story. This 
presents quite an inconvenience to patients the most 
persuasive issue is that of 62 bed-ridden patients. No 
reason why the present structure could not be utilized 
for such things as storage. 

SUMNER: The new structure will come off the front 
with a double wing, having beds, laundry, boiler room 
etc. designed with future toward a 2nd story. 

Q. What is a unit. 

A. Same as a bed. All rooms would be 2-beds. No 
infirmary patients. 

HAMEL: We have 62 bed-ridden patients but only 2 


isolation patients. 

Q. How many patients total. 

A. 128. A 40-bed unit would pose a burden on the 
nursing-staff because only part of the ill patients would 
be in the new wing, whereas an 80-bed unit would put 
them all together. Also there is a waiting list of people 
who are being kept in cities but should be in the county 
home. 

SCHOFIELD: Q. Why do we need additional laundry 
facilities. 

SUMNER: A. To bring laundry facilities closer to the 
unit — where boilers are. Would be a storage space 
otherwise. Also it will be closer to the hot water. 

HAMEL: A. Laundry is presently across the yard 
with old equipment. The heating system is at full 
capacity (800 gals.) were used yesterday to run mangler. 

HARTNER: The disagreement here seems small. At 
least 40-beds are needed with dangers inherent if the 80 
unit is not built. I figure the cost to be to us each year 
as a guess about $1.50/capital year, which seems well 
within reason. 

SUMNER: How is payment of federal funds made. 

BILLINGS: In 5 blocks — 25%, 50%, 75%, 95%, 5%. 
The county can make the bond issue at a total amount 
or in partial. 

LEO CORMIER (County Treasurer): I would expect 
that we would borrow the whole amount of our share or 
$550,000. 

CHICK: I favor a 80-bed structure, but there is a 3rd 
alternative. Building a 2nd story structure in stages — 
which is worse than either of other 2 plans. Would there 
be considerable costs to tear off roof if the units are 
built separately. 

SUMNER: The overhead would be about the same 
for 40-beds as 80-beds as a larger company would be 
bidding for the larger unit. 


WINKLEY: Could we get medicaid if we’re not 
hospital affiliated. 


BILLINGS: Yes, that is essentially medicare. 

Q. What is the Hill-Burton Act. 

A. It started 20 years ago just for hospitals, but the 
kinds of facilities that could get it are increasing. 
Provides for movable and stationary equipment — but 
not supplies. 

Q. Is theestimate of $875,000 reasonable. 

A. The bids in Carroll County were up $28,000 
above estimates. 

HARTNER: I hope we don’t forget that (A) we need 
this 80-bed unit (B) which according to figures is $1.50 

FORMER COMMISSIONER: We’re kidding ourselves 
if we're talking of 40 units. Just looking at Dover 
Hospital we can see the additions that are needed. 
Probably by the time 80 units are built, we will need 
another 80 unit. 


Q. What is the policy on admitting patients. 

COURTEAU: A. We take welfare patients only. 

Q. What was net increase of patients in last year. 

COURTEAU: A. All our beds are filled so it’s fairly 
stable. 

DUMONT: The need today is for space for new 
bed-ridden patients, which has had about a 10% increase 
per year. We feel that the whole project could be 
jeopardized if we asked for too big a unit as in the past. 
We are asking for 40 realizing we need 80 now. 

MALOOMIAN: We need 80 units as we have heard. 

LEO CORMIER: With 80 new units we would still 
have 30 units in old structure making a total of 110 
beds. 

Q. Are there enough homes for terminal patients in 
the area. 

BILLINGS: A. Additional homes are to be built in 
Rochester, Dover, and Portsmouth which would take 
care of very sick patients. 

CHICK: As the county improves the bookkeeping 
system it should try and reflect proper costs back to the 
type of care given to each patient — back to city or 


town. Make sure that the people of county are not 
confused by costs. 

COURTEAU: The bookkeeping system is being 
improved so that we now know where we are. 

DUMONT: State sets up a rate which we in turn can 
only charge the city or town. We can not charge them 
differently than the state. 

CHICK: It should be set up in a business-like manner. 

Q. What would be the additional costs of taking care 
of 80 + 30 patients rather than a full 120 all in one 
building. 

COMIER: A. At this time we probably don’t have 
any idea what it would cost to maintain 2 hospital units. 

MALOOMIAN: moved — Adjournment at 9:45.

Purpose of public hearing is to get an authorization 
for floating a bond to build addition to County Home. 


CHICK: I question whether we should not actually 
put the plans out to bid before voting the Bond Issue — 
which this action seems like a reverse method. 


CLARK: Generally —_ delegation authorizes 
commissioners who in turn initiate the Treasurer — who 
then issues them at his own discretion. 
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SUMNER: It actually is better to vote it first because 
the contractors tend to stay within certain limits. Also 
they prefer to bid after a bond issue because it actually 
costs them money to bid (about $1,000). 

BILLINGS: Purely up to the county. See no 
problems either way. 

DUMONT: June 1966 a public hearing was held and 
hashed out throughly the location — County Farm Road 
was decided on. 

BILLINGS: (1) generally a consensus is needed from 
county doctors that they are in favor of site. (2) 
satisfactory water, sewerage, electricity, etc. are federal 
Gov’t requirements. This was basically approved by the 
federal government on 22nd. Also basic plans were 
approved. 

DUMONT: 31 of 48 doctors voted for this site. Only 
one voted no. 4-5 years ago a lagoon system was built, 
also artesian well was drilled. 

CORRIVEAU: Tonight we are merely asking for an 
authorization to float a bond. These other problems 
(boring, etc.) are costly and not an issue tonight. 


BILLINGS: Cannot predict the availability of funds 
— only that they will be coming but slow due to 
inflation, Vietnam, etc. No new projects have been 
approved since September, because of a freeze. Have 
been dealing merely with probabilities. There are only 
projects with applications — both are B priorities. Thus 
each will get $100,000 for sealing agreement. 
Construction will carry into another fiscal year so we 
can probably count on more funds. 

MALOOMIAN: Moves that the commissioners be 
authorized to instruct the treasurer to issue a Bond at 
but not to exceed $875,000. Seconded by Leighton for 
the purpose of building an 80-bed addition to the 
county home. 

VOTE: 21 yeas and 2 nays (Murphy, Mudgett)

Q: If the farm is not a paying proposition, why do 
we keep it? 

A: Mainly for therapy for the prisoners. 

Q: Is it for the benefit of 5 or 6 prisoners? 

A: We are making money on it. 

COURTEAU: State patients are not wholly paid for 
by the State as the cost of patients is higher than is paid. 
The towns and cities follow along at comparable rates 
therefore the County is subsidizing the State. 


COLBATH: This is a very workable budget and 
delegation is trying with this detailed budget to make all 
items as clear as possible. 


Suggested that the date of the public hearings be 
given more, better, and earlier publicity in the hopes 
that more people would show up. Suggested also that 
we standardize and make it the 20th day of the 10-20 
days allowance under the statutes. 

There being no more questions about the budget 
Parnagian moved adjournment. 2nd by Maglaras.

No. 157 Decided that Mr. Sheehan be paid ten cents a 
mile until he gets his new car. 

No. 240 Mrs. Bernard moved this be accepted as it is, 
seconded, passed. 

Tax Commission Audit figure removed because Rich 
figures will be accepted in its place. 

No. 521 $31,653.04 accepted as a true cost attempt. 
Same for No. 521.2. Board and room will be taken back 
from the accepted figure of $8,557.88. 

No. 801 Mr. Cochrane moved amount be restored to 
original figure. Discussion indicated that it was not 
possible to hire people for the amount indicated. Mr. 
Cochrane withdrew his motion. 

No. 816 Mr. Cochrane moved No. 816 be restored to 
original figure. Not seconded. Mr. Hamel spoke to No. 
816 saying that interrogation center is needed. 
Discussion followed. Mr. Dumont suggested $1,000.00 
be added to the amount to permit tiling shower floor, 
four additional doors, etc. Mr. Leighton so moved, 
seconded, passed.

In accordance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, we, the Strafford County Commissioners 
present our annual report for 1968. 


The accomplishments of 1968 are as follows: 


The Riverside Rest Home has finally become a 
reality. A sum of $140,000.00 has been approved by the 
Federal Government for an 80-bed addition to the 
home. Ground breaking ceremonies are expected to 
Occule: iguune early -spring-* of 1969) “County 
Commissioners and Committee have been working with 
the Architect, Mr. Irving W. Hersey of Hersey Associates 
with plans to get this project underway. 

The County Commissioners have cooperated with 
Director, Mr. Romeo St. Laurent of O.E.O. on their 
program which they have sponsored for the benefit of 
the community. At present a plan is being made to 
furnish transportation to recipients in obtaining surplus 
food. 

The Dover Trouble Clinic has been started in 1968 by 
the Clergy and other professional people of the 
community to try to help people with their problems. 
The County Commissioners have been cooperating with 
this organization. 

The Board of County Commissioners have also agreed 
to participate in the Regional Planning Commission. The 
purpose of this program shall be to prepare a 
coordinated plan for the development of a region 
including its industry, housing, forestry and etc. for the 
present and for the future. 

The County Commissioners have attended many 
meetings that were held in regards to the Task Force 
which is to provide with rehabilitative services to 
prisons, industrial schools and etc. Mr. Everton Graves 
and Mr. Peter Cegelka have already started to work with 
prisoners at the county jail to try to rehabilitate them. 
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This instructional program for undereducated adults will 
help them towards a better life through this education. 
At the Riverside Rest Home a Dietary Program was 
made available for two persons to take a course in diet 
planning. 
We wish to thank all the State, County, City and 
Town Officials for their cooperation this past year.

SUPERINTENDENT?’S REPORT FOR 1968 


ADMINISTRATIVE: We are indeed proud to review 
the activities of this past year, this being our first 
complete year with our new bookkeeping system and 
line-item budget. This was the year when we had to 
separate all expenses into their proper categories, which 
resulted in giving the taxpayers a clear cut explanation 
as to how their dollars are spent. So it is with sincere 
appreciation that I mention the tremendous detailed 
task performed by the Office Staff. 

NURSING: Our Nursing Department has experienced 
a year of increasing bed-ridden patients, requiring more 
intensive care. We have 133 patients, 74 of which are on 
the first floor and only six of them can walk to the 
dining room. We are grateful to our Nurses, L.P.N.’s and 
Aides for their dedication. 

DIETARY: Our meals are carefully planned and the 
work-load here has also increased, with special diets 
served from our 1967 Hot Meal Carts. We are proud of 
the team-work in this Department from the Cooks, 
Waitresses and Dishwashers. 

LAUNDRY: New manglers and dryers were installed 
this year to keep up with the increasing load, due to 
bed-ridden patients. We are proud to boast of our fresh 
white linen and the Foreman and crew that makes it 
possible. We now have an accounting of all linen 
processed daily. 

FARM: Under the guidance of our Farm Committee 
and our Foreman, with his ever changing workers, 
sometimes not enough to man the chores, we have at 
last come up with a showing that this Farm will pay it’s 
own way. It fulfills a useful purpose for the prisoners at 
the House of Correction. In addition it provides the 
Home with small quantities of beef. We are proud of the 
progress in this Department. 

JAIL: Many improvements have been made here as 
security measures. We have converted an entire tier to 
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be used for High Court prisoners that was formerly used 
as House of Correction quarters. This was necessary 
because of increased inmates awaiting trial under bail 
and a decrease in repeaters as inmates at the House of 
Correction. Due to improved regulations and supervision 
we are proud of our Captain and Guards. 

I conclude my _ report in expressing sincere 
appreciation to all the services rendered to our residents 
this past year by our Doctor, Barber, Beauticians, 
members of the Clergy and religious groups, service 
clubs, The Friendly Visitors of Dover and everyone who 
has helped to bring some comfort and cheer to this 
Home. 

To our County Commissioners and Executive 
Committee for their support and confidence we say 
“Thank you,” and hope that we can look forward to 
continued progress in the New Year.

REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY 


To the Commissioners for the County of Strafford — 

State of New Hampshire 

Pursuant to Revised Laws Annotated, Chapter 30, 
Section 1, and Chapter 7, Sections 38 and 39, I make 
hereby an Annual Report for the period January 1 
through December 31, 1968. 

During the year 1968 a total of one hundred fourteen 
(114) felony cases were either presented to the Grand 
Jury, tried, or otherwise disposed of. 

In addition to the above felonies I represented the 
State and County in seventy-seven (77) other criminal 
matters which were presented before our various district 
and municipal courts, and additionally represented the 
County in fifty-two petitions under the Uniform Re- 
ciprocal Support Statute. 

There are no civil cases pending against the County at 
this time. 

I would like to thank all of my fellow law enforce- 
ment officers for their consideration and cooperation 
during the past ten years. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I firmly believe that we should immediately look into 
the possibility of consolidating the Strafford County 
Jail and the House of Correction with the County of 
Rockingham. The facilities here are outmoded and do 
absolutely nothing in the way of rehabilitation for the 
type of prisoners sent there. 

The institution is capably supervised by Mr. Victor 
Hamel, however, I feel that a merger would allow the 
Superintendent to try to help some of the prisoners by 
means of rehabilitation.

AGRICULTURAL AGENT’S DUTIES 


In carrying out the educational program for 1968, the 
agricultural agent: 
. made 471 visits to farmers, home owners, and others 
.. received | 95 office callers 
. completed 980 telephone calls 
.. prepared 36 news articles 
.. distributed 5,276 publications 
.. held 96 educational meetings attended by 2,276 
The agricultural agent is designated manager of the 
Extension Service Office. In addition, he is responsible 
for the agricultural program in dairy, poultry, forage 
crops, fruits, vegetables, agricultural engineering, farm 
management, and marketing. He is also involved in 
Community Resource Development, working with cities 
and towns. 


By legislation, the agricultural agent works with 
governmental agencies. He aids the Soil Conservation 
Service with information on crops and fertilizers, and 
serves as secretary of the Soil Conservation District. The 
agent is an ex-officio member of the Agricultural 
Stabilization Conservation Service County Committee. 
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Recommendations and approvals are made on seeding, 
fertilizing, and liming practices, based on test results. 

The agent serves in an advisory capacity on the Farm 
and Home Loan Administration Board, which makes 
loans to farm people; and assists the Selective Service 
System by giving advice pertaining to agricultural 
problems, and by making draft deferment “‘yardsticks.”’ 
He also serves as executive secretary for the Strafford 
County RAD Committee; and is a member of the 
Strafford County Farm Committee, working closely 
with the farm foreman. 

During the growing season, the agent reports local 
weather and crop conditions to the New England Office 
of the Agricultural Statistician. During this period he 
also helps farmers with insect control problems, 
including safe use of pesticides. Assistance is also given 
the Department of Interior in the control of predatory 
animals and rodents. 

More and more help is being constantly requested by 
urban people for lawns, home gardens, ornamentals, and 
household pests. 

The information given above outlines the agent’s 
main duties. However, a detailed annual report is 
available for examination at the Extension Service 
Office. 

The governing board for the Extension Service is the 
Advisory Council, which is made up of. thirteen 
members. Each line of work; namely, agriculture, 
forestry, home economics, and 4-H has three members 
on the council, with the last member being appointed 
by the representatives of the County Delegation. 
Meetings are held at least four times a year, with the 
finance committee of five members meeting each month 
for the disbursement of funds.

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1968 REPORT OF THE 
EXTENSION HOME ECONOMIST 


The chief methods of reaching people with home 
economics information is through the news media such 
as newspapers and radio, and with planned programs for 
organized groups. Leaders are trained to _ present 
information and demonstrations to members at 
community group meetings. The agent visits the group 
to give an educational program about twice a year. 
Home Economics Extension is available to all, and 
anyone may call at the office in the Federal Building, 
Rochester, for bulletins or first-hand information on a 
variety of subjects. 

Ameparlicularmectione hase beens smadesstou reach 
low-income groups. One project has been the dispersing 
of home economics information at the court house on 
days that USDA donated foods are made available. 

Programs for local groups are selected in planning 
sessions at a local, county, and state level. Situations, 
trends, and family needs are taken into consideration in 
offering educational programs in FOODS AND 
Niele Rll OsNs MANAGEMENT AND 
HOUSEKEEPING, FAMILY LIVING AND CHILD 
DEVELOPMENT, HOUSING AND FURNISHING, and 
CLOTHING. 


FOOD AND NUTRITION 

Providing interesting menus, protein, vitamin C, and 
vitamin A at low cost, was discussed and demonstrated 
at community group meetings by local leaders with 
material, information, and training provided by the 
county office on the subjects, “‘Poultry in Family 
Meals” and ‘‘Fruits in our Meals.’’ Approximately 250 
families were reached with each of these projects. 

Other foods and nutrition subjects in the 1968 
program were: COOKING FOR ONE OR TWO, a 
subject adapted to older folks, all of whom live alone; 
OUR FUTURE FOOD SUPPLIES; and IT HAPPENS 
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EVERY NOON, a film explaining the school lunch 
program to parents. 


HEALTH 

“Drugs and Their Abuse” was presented by leaders 
and others to thirty-five groups during 1967-68, 
reaching a total of 2,400 persons. Inspector James 
Rowe, Jr., of the Dover Police Department, was helpful 
in alerting citizens to the danger of drugs on the body 
and mind of persons using them. Cooperating groups 
included churches, schools, PTA, men’s clubs, 4-H, 
other youth groups, and the Golden Age Club. 

Weight Control lessons were made available to the 
TOPS organizations. More than 400 bulletins have been 
distributed: “‘Food and Your Weight” and “Nutritive 
Value of Food.” 


MANAGEMENT 

A project reaching approximately 100 families was 
presented on MONEY LEAKS, with particular emphasis 
on the use and misuse of credit. 

Helping homemakers to select effective laundry aids 
included in the project “Laundry Aids to Suit Your 
Needs,” reaching 120 families through local leaders 
trained by Mrs. Ann Nickerson, Home Management 
specialist of the University of New Hampshire. Leaders 
were provided with kits of information, bulletins, and a 
kit for testing the hardness of water. 


HOME FURNISHING, HOUSING, AND CLOTHING 
information was made available through such projects as 
‘Line and Design in Clothing” and ‘“‘Sewing Skills for 
New Fabrics.’’ More than 400 families were reached in 
these two projects. A cultural dimension was added to 
the program, with a project on Swiss food and customs. 
Thirty-five leaders were trained, who presented the 
program to eighteen local groups. 

A series of Art Appreciation illustrated lectures have 
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been made available to local groups by Mrs. Muriel 
Nehring. Through these programs, over 100 persons 
have been able to understand art with its influence on 
history and present day living, and to become aware of 
the beauty of art masterpieces. 

Through the combined efforts of nineteen local 
groups, an exhibit was held at Rochester to share 
Christmas gift and decoration ideas. This was attended 
by approximately 350 persons. 

This 1968 resume’ of Home Economics Extension in 
Strafford County includes the report of Mrs. Ruth Ham, 
who retired July 1, and Mrs. Mamie Marty, who 
assumed duties of home economist on August 26. 


REPORT OF THE 4-H AGENTS 


4-H Youth Development is a divison of the 
Cooperative Extension Service. The Cooperative 
Extension Service was so named because the money to 
pay its leadership and the program development is 
shared by the U.S. Department of Agriculture in 
Washington, by the State at the University of New 
Hampshire, and by the County Extension Service in 
each county. 

The 4-H program is directed at the Federal level by E. 
Dean Vaughn and his associates; at the state level by 
Jesse James, Rhoda Peck, and Robert Stevens; at the 
county level by 4-H youth development agents 
(Christine Wyman and Carl Castleton in Strafford 
County); and at the local level by leaders and junior 
leaders of each 4-H club. 

It is with a great deal of respect that the Strafford 
County 4-H Youth Development agents honor these 
leaders each year. They are dedicated, energetic men 
and women, interested in the development of our young 
people into responsible citizens. 

The 4-H program in Strafford County includes: 
Special projects in over 30 areas, with 140 divisions; 
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Special activities and events such as judging, exhibiting, 
and demonstrating; Activities and programs of the local 
clubs; County activities and events such as camp, field 
days, fairs, awards programs, and tours; Interstate events 
such as Eastern States Exhibition, National 4-H 
Conference, National 4-H Club Congress, regional and 
national project events; A special program for older 
youth; An awards program with special incentives in 33 
projects. 

Figures for 1968 show that Strafford County leaders 
and cooperating local police and school departments 
have enabled the 4-H program to be extended to 12,640 
young people in this county. In addition to the 
traditional club projects, some of the special projects 
carried out were Automotive Safety, Biology Seminars, 
and Aviation (Fly High Club) for high school students; 
Bicycles Safety, andi Irradiated. Seed = Science: for 
elementary school pupils. 

Forty-one clubs and sixteen special interest groups 
reached 12,640 young people. Of this number, 9,662 
were enrolled as 4-H members, 2,978 were youth 
worked with not enrolled in 4-H. Of the enrolled 
members, 62 were farm youth, 2,407 were rural 
non-farm, and 7,193 were urban youth. There were 
4,750 boys and 4,912 girls.

Therefore, we are working more pilot 
programs with high schools; and hope that in this way 
we may introduce more career, family living, science, 
management, and civic affairs projects in the future.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY FORESTER 
1968 


The County Forestry Program is a _ cooperative 
program financed by county, state, and federal funds; 
and is administered by the Cooperative Extension 
Service through agreements with the State Forestry 
Department and the United States Forest Service. It is 
an adult educational program, aimed at helping private 
woodland owners in Strafford County with forest 
land-use problems. In addition, it offers assistance to 
wood-using industries in locating, processing, and 
marketing forest products. Besides helping people 
realize monetary returns from their woodlands and its 
products, the forestry program is charged with 
protecting our forest resources for future generations. It 
is entirely voluntary on the part of the woodland 
owners and timber operators. 

During 1968 the County Forester received 217 
requests for in-field assistance on forestry problems. In 
addition to these, 284 requests for advice on shade trees 
and other land-use problems were answered by 
telephone, mail, or brief on-site inspection visits. 

Today timber production is often a minor objective 
of the landowner. The primary objectives are that of 
owning land for protection of open space, recreation, 
and land speculation. The degree and type of timber 
management must be compatible with these major 
objectives; thus, a forester must recognize the over-all 
land-use potentials of any given woodlot and help the 
landowner coordinate his own objectives with the 
woodland potentials. 


Following are some of the accomplishments of the 
Strafford County program: 

1. A total of 80,000 forest seedlings were planted. 

2. Desirable forest trees — white pine, hemlock, 
white birch, and red oak — were released by removing 
weed trees such as gray brich on 301 acres. 
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3. One hundred twenty (120) landowners carried out 
one or more good forestry practices on their land. 

4. This year 1,250,000 board feet of marked timber 
were harvested according to good cutting practices. 


5. On private woodland 12,392 feet of permanent 
fire access roads were constructed. 

6. Assistance was given the cities of Rochester and 
Dover in developing and carrying out shade tree planting 
programs. 

7. Twenty-five group meetings were held throughout 
the county for children and adults on forestry and 
related problems. 

8. Forest management plans for new cooperators of 
the Strafford County Soil Conservation District were 
prepared and incorporated with other land-use plans 
prepared by the Soil Conservation Service. 

9. When requested, the County Forester worked with 
federal, state, and county officials on local community 
problems such as employment, public health, and 
natural beauty.
